ABOUT ASH WEDNESDAY. 


What the Solemn Day Signifies and 


How it is Observed at Present. 


Try One And Be Convinced. 


Ash Wednesday is the first day, ac- 


cording to present observance, of the 
brty days' fast of Lent. Bnt that did 
not come within the qmidregesimal per- 
.oi in primitive times is known from 
the testimony of Gregory the Great, 
who, in speaking of the fast, deecribes 
t as ona of thirty six days' duration-- 
tbat is, of extending over six weeks, 
from the first Sunday in Lent to Easter 
day, omitting the Sundays. 
Thirty six 


days are nearly a tenth part of the year, 
and thus, by observing the fopr, Christ- 
ians were thought to render a peuiten- 
ial tithe of their lives to God. 


Lent, therefore, at the ond of the 


sixth century, began on the first Sun- 
day, and it is learned from the Sacra 
mentary of Gelaslus that the practice 
was the same at tho end of the fifth cen- 
tury. At what time Ash Wednesday 
and the three days following were add- 
ed to the fast has not been precisely as- 
certained. 


The office of Ash Wednesday opens 


•with the solemn ceremony which has 
gi?en the day its mime, the blessing of 
the ashes. After an introit and four 
co'leotH, in which pardon and mercy are 
imploded for the penitent, the faithful 
approach and kneel at tbo ultar rails, 
and the priest puts ashes upon the head 
of each, Baying, "Memento, home, quia 
paivis OP, et in pulverem roverteris" 
(Remember, man, tbat thou art of dnst, 
and shall return so dnst.) The tslies 
are obtained by burning the palms of 
the previous year. 


Tbe administration of the ashes was 


not originally made to all tho faithful, 
but only to publh penitents. 
These 


had to appear before the church door 
on the first day of Lent, in penitential 
garb and with bare feot. Thrir pcnan- 
oes wo'o there imposed upon them; 
then they were brought into tbo church 
before the bishop, who put Mhos on 
their heads, saying, besides the words 
''Memento," etc., "Age poenitentiam nt 
habeas vittm aeteruam," "Repent (or, 
do penancoj that thou mayst have 
eternal Jifo." Ho then nude thou au 


address, after which he solemnly ex- 
cluded them from the church. 
Oat of 


humanity and affecti an, friends of the 
penitents, though not in the same condi- 
tion, used to join themselvas to them, 
expressing in their outward guises a 
similar contrition, and offering 'their 
foreheads also to be sprinkled with 
ashes. The number of theje persons 
gradually increased, nntil at length the 
administration of ashes was extended to 
tbe whole congregation, and the rite 
took its present form.

Knoblesdorff and Campbell report that < 
there is plenty of food at Nome to last j 
through the winter and ujitH the nr#t 
steamers arrive there next summer. The 
only scarce article is fuel, wood selling at 
$C5 a cord when they came away and 
coal at 7 cents a ponnd, though there was 
little of it on hand. The large transpor- 
tation companies, however, had enough 
coal on hand to last them. There was not 
considered much likelihood of suffering 
from the cold. 


Flour was selling at ?C a sack, bacon 


30. to 40 cents a pound, ham 45 cents, 
sugar '2"t cents, dried fruit 25 cents, rice 
15 cents, oatmeal 20 cents, beans 15 
cents, canned meats $1 a can, canned 
fruit 75 cents a can, fresh meat $1 to 
$1.25 a pound, baking powder $1, meals 
?1 to .?l.r>0 and lodging $1 to .?•! a night. 
Eggs, fresh potatoes and onions were out 
of the market by Dec. 1. when eggs sold 
for S.'5 a dozen and potatoes and onions 
at'$15 a hundred pound crate. 


Kreqncnt Stampede*.

Be- 
low aud southwest of Xome furnished the 
best reports in tho bonanza district, there 
having been reported a rich strike in 
coarse gold. Outside of Anvil, Glacier 
and Dexter creeks and Snow gulch the 
prospecting was only superficial. No. 1. 
below Discovery, on Anvil creek, a tribu- 
tary of Snake river, showed S1U2.UOO as 
the result of four months' sluicing. 


The largest nugget was found in this 


claim, valued at $418. Men were sinking 
holes through the ice out from the beach 
in December to find if there was gold in 
the bottom of tho ocean. Cummings took 
the biggest pile from, the beach, a quarter 
of a mile from Nome. He is said to have 
realized $13,000 for his season's rocking. 
The rich spot on the beach, the Spir, 
within a mile of Snake river, above 
Nome, was all worked out, and the best 
pay of the entire beach for a distance of 
14 miles was taken out. Little develop- 
ment worklhad been done in the tundra, 
so its value was unknown.

When the prominent clubs of the 


state are named in 'any reviec that is 
given of the women's club work and 
movemant, says an entertaining writer 
in the Manchester Budget, almost un- 
consciously one's mind reverts to two 
or three organizations which stand for- 
ward conspicuously among tbeir sister 
clubs by reaeon of their size, their 
strength, or their personality. 
One of 


the clubs always recalled is the Graf- 
fort club of Portsmouth. 


There are various reasons for this, 


but all of them complimentary. 
In the 


first place the club is named for one of 
the earliest, liberal, broad minded fe- 
m»Ie educationalists the state has pro- 
duced, la the second place the club is 
situated in one of the roost delightful 
old colonial cities in America, a city 
made famous not alone by the master 
touch of Thomas Bailey Aldfich, but by 
a great company of other select souls, 
artists, authors, architects, who have 
made Portsmouth history and Ports 
mouth scenery and Portsmouth homes 
a very real and tangible thing to thous- 
ands of Americans. 
Portsmouth, like 


Salem, has a literary atmosphere all her 
own and it is impossible for the Graffort 
club to avoid being influenced by it. 
Finally, the club sprang into promi- 
nence through the success attending the 
last convention of women's clubs in Old 
Strawberry Bank, a success due very 
largely to the energetic efforts of the 
women identified with the membership 
of this sterling organization. 


The Graffort club is what is known as 


a department club. 
Its members are 


divided into different groups or depart- 
ments and that intense interest resides 
in the work of these several groups or 
departments the attendance upon them 
amply demonstrates. 


The different departments embraced 


in the club work include economics, 
science, history, literature, music and 
art. 
Under the head of economics are 


embraced both child study and civics. 
Both of these sub-departments are in- 
tensely interesting iu their operations. 
Recently a very strong and helpful mass 
meeting was held at which the question 
of which had the greatest influence on 
the child's miiid, heredity or environ- 
ment, was ably, yea, brilliantly debated 
and the good points of both contentions 
thoroughly brought out.

In the Ixiok 
wo record tho style and make of the watrh, 
the owner, what; repairs are to bo made 
and the amount charged for the work, and 
when the workman finLshcs the job he 
puts the same number in microscopic fig- 
ures on the edge of the inn^r t-nso. A let- 
ter or sign also shows what has been don.; 
to the watch. So, you see, when a watch 
comes hero we look for a mark of that 
kind, and when we find it we refer to tho 
book, and there you are." 


Tho woman left the watch with the man

'•That happens many times every day. 
\Ve have the most fun with the pcoy.lo who 
say, 'You guaranteed this watch fora year 
when you repaired it, and he-re it is out of 
order ngnin.' The glass usually reveals 
the fact that the watch was 'due to break' 
months and sometimes years ago." 


All watchmakers keep records and mark 


the watches which are placed with them 
for repair, bat no two huve the saiuo sys- 
tem. Sojiis makers mark the watrh w ith 
the name of the workman and a record 
number after it, some mark tho date and 
the workman's initial on the case, and 
others Jmve signs in conjunction with 
these designations to show just what work 
has been done on the timepiece. 


This system of marking and recording 


watches is of much service to the polire 
also, and lost and stolen watches art- iden 
tiiicii daily by means of the watchmaker's 
private marks. — Xevr York Tribune.

To Mr. de Scheda were properly 


handed the 
freshest 
laurels. 
He 


achieved a personal triumph as em- 
phatic as it was deserved. 
He demon- 


strated, beyond all question, his supe 
nority over any solo violinist who has 
ever preceded him on the concert stage 
in Portsmouth. 


Mr. de Schedii is a master twofold. 


Having made his instrument 
flexile 


under his every whim, he devotes him- 
self with success to the subjection of his 
auditors. He dominates bis violin to 
completely that it is imbued with mani- 
fold voices—sweeter, purer and of a 
bolder sweep than any mortal tones. 


His talent had wide range Monday 


evening. His selections had been culled 
from the unapproachable Piiganini,— 
Ernst, that creator of the most beauti- 
ful minor melodies,—the weird genius 
Wienaweki, and the inspired Guhr. 
Each of these famous composers Mr. 
de Scheda treated with the same noble 
style. This German virtuoso's inter- 
pretation is always true—his bowing 
faultless — his execution wonderful. 
While his technic is well nigh phenom- 
enal, so wondrous is the ease with 
which he controls 1m instrument that 
his auditors are quite apt to forget, for 
the moment, that they are enjoying a 
rare combination of the highest at- 
tributes of the art.
